says the Pittsburg Press. 
Every one 
connected with the community will 
work to get his or her food, clothes and 
lodgings, and no laggards will be tol­ 
erated. 
The proposed association will be 
k nown as the Providence community 
and will be governed by a board of 
trustees elected by the members. 
It 
is said thut the two founders have op­ 
tions on a large tract of land near 
Frederick sburg, Md., where the pro­ 
posed community will be located, al­ 
though as yet no deeds have been sign­ 
ed nor has any money been 
paid to 
bind the transaction. 
When the land 
is secured and the proselytes to the 
new school have migrated laws will be 
formulated calculated to regulate the 
actions of the simple livers. The basis 
for the rules governing the residents Is 
the New Testament. 
The new' community will be planned 
after the one which for many years 
thrived at Economy, Pa., but It Is pro­ 
posed to manage it in an entirely dif­ 
ferent and more modern way. 
The 
promoters believe that modern meth­ 
ods applied to the scheme will mak e it 
entirely feasible and that it' will be 
possible to carry It on, without the loss 
of either time or money, to the best 
advantage to the members, und, they 
say, it may be made so strong finan­ 
cially that nothing out of the ordinary 
will be able to Injure it to any consid­ 
erable extent. It will differ materially 
from other societies formed along sim­ 
ilar lines and for the same purpose iu 
that the members will not be made to 
adopt any strange or peculiar beliefs 
or to wear any certain k ind of uniform 
dress. 
Each member will work to the 
utmost of his ability* and will live us 
he think s most beneficial to himself, 
conforming always to the laws govern­ 
ing the residents of the community 
There will be no accumulation of prop­ 
erty or amassing of riches. 
Immediately 
after conceiving 
the 
possibility, of a successful com in u nit j 
of co-work ers preliminary regulations 
were drawn up which govern the en­ 
trance of new' residents. According to 
these rules, life In the community will 
not be so very much different from 
that outside, although no laggards will 
be allowed, and no wonderfully rich 
men will be seen there. 
There will 
be no membership right in the com­ 
munity property, no division of com­ 
munity property among members, uo 
right 
of 
survivorship. 
Particular 
stress is laid upon those clauses which 
pertain to the actions of the male resi­ 
dents of the community. 
All must 
work . 
The third clause In the set of 
rules drawn up reads as follows: 
Every member residing in the com­ 
m unity m ust work and labor diligently 
for the community In such task s or labor 
as shall from time to tim e be assigned to 
such member,, so long as such member 
lives w ith the community and is physic­ 
ally able to labor. Such labor is a neces­ 
sary condition of m aintenance and resi 
dence in the community. There shall be 
no liability in the comm unity for com­ 
pensation for such labor. 
The fourth section relates to the chil­ 
dren, and, according to this, they will 
not escape their share of the work 
very easily: 
Every child m aintained by the com­ 
m unity m ust work and labor diligently 
for the community iq such task or labor 
as shall from time to tim e be assigned to 
such child, and as long as such child 
lives with the community, while physic­ 
ally able to labor, such labor Is a neces­ 
sary condition to the m aintenance of such 
child. There Bhall be no liability In the 
community for compensation for such 
labor. 
Every member of the community 
shall be entitled to the proper food and 
raiment required for the simple life 
Religious exercises will be provided, 
and there will be no valance between 
life in the simple life community and 
outside. 
Instructions will be taught 
from the Bible and common school ed­ 
ucation provide« ! for the younger mem­ 
bers. Although it will tak e a goodly 
gum of money to finance such an un­ 
dertak ing, the promoters have ho[>es of 
soon seeing the community a material 
realization. The land will have to be 
prepared after purchase, house« and 
schools and stores built, and It wdll 
tak e some time before the product of 
thedabor of the residents will be ready 
for the mark et. In spite of obstacles, 
however, the leaders are hoping to be 
able to announce definitely In a very 
short time where the members of the 
new simple life school will be living In 
a year. After the plan Is perfected and 
work ing In harmony the promoters 
think converts will flock In great num­ 
bers. It has no peculiarity to attract 
attention or to antagonize the adher 
ents to the orthodox faith.

This mill gave employment to 240 
men du ring the past season and the 
steamer Ru tledge and towboat kept 
kept it su pplied with lo^s.

The mill was started in the 50’s 
when Meade, Smith & March fou nded 
a lu mber yard. In I8 60 Weyerhaeu ser

high as 600 men were employed, bu t 
owing to the decline iu the trade, no 
improvements have been made in 
the last ten years. The proprietors 
have other lu mber plants along the 
the river and have become millionaires 
in the bu 3iu ess of manu factu ring pine 
lu mber.

allowed to rem ain several years un til 
it Is thoroughly d ried . W hen the pow-1 
d er m aker Is read y for a n ew supx >ly of 
charcoal the wood Is cut In to len gths 
of three feet an d placed In tight iron 
retolts, un d er an d aroun d which a fire 
roars con tin ually. 
The d am pers an d 
pipes are so arran ged th a t the w ork­ 
men have com plete con trol of tho h e a t 
At the en d of the retort a hole Is left 
for the escape of the In flammable gas­ 
es resultin g from the charrin g process. 
A pipe catches them as they leave the 
reto rt an d con veys them In to the fu r­ 
n ace, w here they take the place of a 
good d eal of fuel. W hen the flam es of 
the gas become a d eep blue color the 
w orkm en kn ow that the wood is sulfi-1 
cien tly charred , an d the retort Is cooled 
d own as quickly as possible.
